FROM  THE  MAILING  COMMITTEE 


At  the  first  of  this  year  we  changed  over  from  First  Class  to  Third 
Class  Non-Profit  Organization  mailing  to  all  members  in  the  United 
States.  This  changeover  instituted  quite  a savings  in  our  postal 
costs,  as  the  U.S.  members  have  no  doubt  noted  (2  cents  instead  of 
l6  cents,  and  now  it  would  cost  20  cents  to  mail  first  class).

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COUNTERFEIT  SEMINAR  IN  MAY 


The  annual  counterfeit  seminar  will  again  be  held  at  the  University  of 
British  Columbia  on  the  U.S.  Memorial  Day  long  weekend  of  May  25-27* 
197^ • It  is  open  to  all.  The  basic  fee  for  the  three  day  course  is 
$50.00.  Thousands  of  samples  of  counterfeits  and  genuine  coins  will  be 
on  hand  for  study.  There  will  be  ample  opportunity  for  each  regis- 
trant to  practice  the  techniques  of  detection  including  specific 
gravity  and  microscopic  examination. 

Instructors  for  the  197^-  course  are  Virgil  Hancock  of  Bellaire*  Texas, 
well  known  expert  on  counterfeit  coins  who  has  regular  articles  in  a 
number  of  the  top  coin  periodicals  on  the  subject  and  Col.  Robert  Kris 
of  Merritt  Island*  Florida. 

Lab  facilities*  including  a Nikon- stereo -zoom  scope  for  each  student 
are  provided  by  the  University  of  British  Columbia. 

The  course  features  audio-visual  presentations  to  explain  how  both 
genuine  and  counterfeit  coins  are  made  and  how  to  recognize  the  tell- 
tale "fingerprints"  of  a counterfeit.  Advanced  techniques  are  dis- 
cussed briefly,  including  X-ray  diffraction  and  scanning  electron 
microscopes  which  are  available  to  services  such  as  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  Certification  Service  (ANACS). 

Arrangements  can  be  made  through  the  group  organizing  the  seminar  to 
stay  at  the  University  for  a modest  fee. 

This  seminar  is  highly  recommended  to  all  interested.  There  are  a 
great  many  counterfeit  coins,  especially  gold  coins*  on  today's  market 
which  are  very  difficult  to  detect  and  for  three  days  experts  will 
give  you  what  they  have  picked  up  after  examining  thousands  of  coins 
over  many  years.

HU  POO 
Coins 

by  Bruce  Smith 


OR  CENTURIES  THE  FINANCIAL  AND  MONETARY  AFFAIRS  OF  THE 
Chinese  Empire  were  handled  by  the  Hu  Poo  (Office  or 
Board  of  Revenue)  in  Peking.  The  mint  attached  to 
this  Board  was  called  the  Hu  Poo  or  Board  of  Revenue 
Mint,  and  was  nominally  in  charge  of  all  other  mints. 
However,  only  the  old  type,  square-holed  cash  coins 
were  minted  here,  and  they  do  not  concern  us  at  present.

However,  there  is  a series  of  machine  struck  copper  coins  of  the 
familiar  dragon  design  in  three  denominations  (5,  10  and  20  Cash  - 
Yeoman  ^ and  5)  bearing  the  legend  "HU  POO",  and  a similar  series 
in  silver  but  in  mace  and  tael  denominations.  The  story  of  these  coins 
begins  with  the  Boxer  Rebellion  of  1900. 

Following  the  defeat  of  the  Boxers,  the  Chinese  government  was  forced 
to  sign  a treaty  with  the  allied  powers  which  among  other  things  pro- 
vided for  a million  tael  (roughly  $5°°  million)  indemnity.  As 
was  the  case  following  the  Opium  war,  the  indemnity  was  paid  in  sycee 
(shoe  or  boat  shaped  silver  ingots)  and  not  in  coin  or  paper.  Per- 
haps it  was  in  anticipation  of  the  inconvenience  of  this  form  of 
payment,  or  more  likely  because  of  the  inconvenience  caused  countless 
foreigners  for  the  past  300  years  in  trading  with  China,  that  in  1902 
the  British  attached  a supplementary  treaty  to  the  Boxer  Protocol, 
the  second  article  of  which  read  in  part: 

"China  agrees  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  provide  for  a 
uniform  national  coinage  which  shall  be  legal  tender  in  the  pay- 
ment of  all  duties,  taxes,  and  other  obligations,  throughout 
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the  empire  by  British  as  well  as  Chinese  subjects." 

In  accordance  with  this  agreement,  the  Chinese  ordered  dies  from  the 
Osaka  mint  in  Japan,  to  be  inscribed  "HU  POO"  to  indicate  the  coins 
were  to  be  for  national  and  not  provincial  in  circulation.  Hitherto, 
each  province  minted  its  own  coins,  which  generally  did  not  circulate 
outside  the  province,  and  taxes  and  duties  had  to  be  paid  in  specific 
types  of  sycee  ingots.  The  Chinese  may  have  intended  to  mint  these 
new  coins  at  the  new  Peking  mint,  opened  a few  months  before  the  Boxer 
Uprising,  but  it  was  destroyed  in  the  hostilities  there  and  was  never 
rebuilt.  A new  Central  Mint  was  begun  at  Tientsin  in  1901,  but  was 
not  in  operation  until  1904,  thus  the  task  of  minting  the  Hu  Poo  coins 
fell  on  the  Peiyang  Arsenal  Mint,  also  in  Tientsin. 

The  Peiyang  mint  was  one  of  the  "old"  modem  mints  in  China.  It  was 
built  by  Li  Hung-chang  in  1887,  closed  two  years  later,  and  reopened 
in  1895  to  mint  silver  coins.  In  1899  the  reverse  design  of  the  Pie- 
yang  silver  coins  was  radically  changed  from  a large  cumbersome  dragon 
with  long  horns  with  a long  English  inscription  around  it  (Y65  Type), 
to  a much  more  delicate  dragon  with  short  horns  and  a prominent  and 
characteristic  forehead,  which  usually  has  a long,  thick  spine  rising 
from  the  middle  and  with  shorter  English  inscriptions  (Y73  Type).  It 
was  this  coin  that  was  chosen,  presumably  by  the  Chinese,  to  serve  as 
a model  to  the  Japanese  die  engravers.* 

During  1903  or  1904,  a series  of  essay  silver  coins  were  struck  from 
the  Osaka  dies,  evidently  by  the  Peiyang  mint,  in  values  of  1 Tael, 

5 Mace,  2 Mace,  1 Mace  and  l/ 2 Mace,  all  dated  "29th  YEAR  OF  KWANG 
HSU"  (1903)  above  in  English  and  with  "HU  POO"  below  in  English  (Kann 
927-931)-  Unfortunately,  coins  with  denominations  of  Taels  and  Mace 
would  not  fit  into  the  long  established  system  of  Dollars  and  Cents, 
and  the  series  was  never  issued  for  circulation.  Nor  was  a Dollar 
coinage  of  the  same  design  issued  or  even  planned  to  the  extent  of 
patterns  being  prepared.  The  program  was  simply  dropped  (as  far  as 
silver  is  concerned)  until  1907  when  the  Tai  Ch'ing  Ti  Kuo  series 
was  begun. 

The  Hu  Poo  copper  coins  met  with  more  success  than  did  the  silver, 
but  present  some  interesting  problems.  We  know  that  the  dies  were 
made  in  Japan  for  the  20  Cash  and  presumably  for  the  5 and  10  cash 
as  well.  The  difficulty  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  20  cash  is 
known  in  three  major  varieties: 


Y5,  Type 

1: 

With  Peiyang  type  dragon,  uncircled,  with  no 
dot  center  of  obverse. 

Y5,  Type 

2: 

With  a skinny  non -Peiyang  type  dragon,  uncircled 
with  a dot  in  the  center  of  the  obverse. 

Y5,  Type 

3: 

With  Peiyang  type  dragon  surrounded  by  a beaded 
circle. 

In  addition,  the  10  cash  (y4)  resembles  the  uncircled  Peiyang  type 
20  Cash  (Y5,  Type  l)  while  the  5 cash  (Y3)  resembles  the  circled 

* This  Peiyang  dragon  coin  also  served  as  a model  for  the  Manchurian 
Provinces  issues  of  1907  (Kann  255-258),  for  the  1906  and  1907  pattern 
gold  taels  (K  1540-1541)  and  for  the  Peiyang  10  and  20  cash  copper 
coins  (Y67  and  Y68). 
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dragon  type  (Y5,  Type  3).  Adding  to  the  confusion  is  that  fact  that 
two  types  of  the  20  cash  (Y5,  Type  1 and  2)  were  unknown  before  19 16 
though  all  the  Hu  Poo  coins  bear  the  Imperial  reign  title  Kwang  H.-u 
(1875-1908).  Both  Ramsden's  Modem  Chinese  Copper  Coins  published 
in  1911  and  Lockhart's  Chinese  Copper  Coins  published  1915  list  only 
the  circled  dragon  type  20  cash  (Y5,  Type  3)*  One  might  expect  this 
if  Type  3 were  the  most  common  of  the  three  types,  but  it  is  the 
rarest;  Type  1 being  by  far  the  most  common  and  the  only  one  normally 
encountered.  Why  then  did  both  these  collections  (one  formed  in  China 
and  the  other  in  America)  contain  only  the  rarest  type? 

The  answer  lies  in  A.  M.  Tracey  Woodward's  Minted  Ten  Cash  Coins  of 
China  (published  in  1936  and  reprinted  in  1971)  where  on  page  72 
we  read : 

"In  19 17>  2 cent  (20  cash)  copper  pieces  were  coined  (at  the 

Wuchang  mint  in  Hupeh  province)  These  2 cent  copper 

coins  weighed  3 mace  apiece,  Kuping  standard.  The  molds  of 
the  former  Peiyang  Mint,  now  Tientsin  Mint,  bearing  a dragon 
on  one  face  and  the  characters  of  Kwang  Hsu  Currency  (i.e. 
1875-1908)  on  the  other  were  still  used.  The  weight  however 
was  reduced  in  September  of  the  same  year  to  2.8  mace  for  a 
2 cent  piece " 

(The  parenthesis  are  my  own  - Author.) 

There  were  two  coins  minted  at  Peiyang  during  the  Kwang  Hsu  reign 
that  fit  this  description.  One  was  the  Hu  Poo  20  cash,  the  other 
was  a very  similar  coin  with  circled  dragon  but  with  "PEI  YANG"  in 
place  of  "HU  POO"  (Y68).  The  coin  described  above,  however,  was  the 
Type  1 Hu  Poo,  for  we  read  on  page  122  of  Dr.  Giuseppe  Ros ' Coins  of 
the  Republic  of  China,  published  in  1917: 

"Quite  recently  however  (April  1917)  the  Wuchange  Mint  has 
begun  the  issue  of  20  cash  pieces  from  old  Hu  Poo  dies 
which  it  had  never  used  before.  These  are  of  the  same  design 
as  the  die  engraved  in  Osaka  in  1903  for  the  Tientsin  mint, 
when  a tael  coin  with  subsidiary  pieces  was  to  be  put  in 
circulation;  but  the  diameter  is  32  mm  while  the  Osaka  die  was 
for  31-8  mm  coins.  The  Hu  Poo  pieces  formerly  issued  are  of  a 
different  pattern. " 

(Parenthesis  are  in  the  original.  A footnote  refers  the  reader 
to  illustrations  in  both  Ramsden  and  Lockhart  to  show  that 
the  old  design  was  a circled  dragon.) 

So,  just  like  the  U.  S.  l8o4  Dollar,  the  Type  1 Hu  Poo  20  cash  is  a 
fraud,  minted  not  during  the  Kwang  Hsu  reign,  nor  even  during  Imperial 
times,  but  six  years  into  the  Republic.  It  was  coined  on  the  original 
Osaka  dies  but  not  at  Peiyang  mint  nor  the  Tientsin  Central  Mint, 
but  at  Wuchang  in  central  China. 

This  information  poses  another  problem.  The  10  cash  Hu  Poo  coin  is 
of  the  same  design  as  this  Osaka-type  20  cash  — that  is,  with  un- 
circled dragon  --  and  yet  was  certainly  minted  during  Imperial  times, 
almost  certainly  during  the  period  1903  to  1905  when  the  series  was 
originally  issued,  for  it  is  seen  in  Ramsden's  1911  work.  Presumably 
the  die  for  this  10  cash  was  also  made  at  Osaka.  If  this  is  so, 
why  was  the  10  cash  die  used  and  not  the  20  cash  die?  And  don't 
forget  the  5 cash,  which  is  similar  to  the  original  (circled  dragon) 

20  cash,  issued  during  the  Kwang  Hsu  reign.  Assuming  the  dies  for 
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the  5 cash  and  the  Type  3 (circled  dragon)  20  cash  were  made  in 
China,  why  were  similar  dies  not  made  for  a 10  cash  as  well?  Or  were 
they  made  and  never  used?  And  what  of  the  Type  2 20  cash,  with  un- 
circled dragon  of  a different  sort  and  with  a dot  in  the  center  of 
the  obverse?  If  this  coin  was  issued  by  a government  mint,  then  it 
must  have  been  designed  in  China  by  a native  artist  and  probably 
represents  a first  attempt.  A dot  in  the  center  of  a coin  is  often 
the  result  of  a careless  engraver  who  places  it  there  for  reference 
and  then  forgets  to  remove  it.  A dot  in  the  center  of  the  obverse 
of  a Chinese  coin  is  unheard  of,  except  on  one  Taiwan  silver  coin. 
However,  because  of  its  crudeness  and  the  different  type  dragon  on 
the  reverse,  this  type  2 cash  may  well  be  a "private  issue"  - the  term 
used  by  the  Chinese  for  an  acceptable  contemporary  counterfeit. 

Let's  examine  the  possible  explanations  of  this  Hu  Poo  dilemma: 

1)  Both  circled  and  uncircled  dies  were  produced  in  Osaka, 

the  first  being  found  unacceptable,  a second  was  ordered. 

2)  The  uncircled  dies  were  produced  in  Osaka,  while  the 
circled  die  was  produced  in  China,  presumably  by  the 

Peiyang  mint. 

1)  Let  us  begin  with  the  assumption  that  if  Osaka  produced  dies  for 
all  three  denominations,  then  the  designs  for  all  were  the  same. 

This  is  only  reasonable  for  a modern  and  efficient  mint  like  Osaka 
and  highly  probable  considering  the  uniform  design  of  the  dies  for 
the  silver  Hu  Poo  series  produced  here  at  the  same  time.  Now,  if 
dies  for  both  series  were  produced  here,  then  dies  for  all  three 
denominations  (and  possibly  trial  strikes  as  well)  should  exist  with 
both  circled  and  uncircled  dragons,  for  a total  of  six  dies.  But  if 
the  first  design  was  unacceptable,  why  were  any  of  the  dies  used  at 
all?  Both  designs  were  minted  during  the  Kwang  Hsu  reign,  but  not 
all  three  denominations  of  each.  If  both  designs  were  to  be  used, 
which  seems  unlikely,  then  why  weren't  all  six  dies  used?  Since  both 
the  Nanking  and  Wuchang  mints  sometimes  acted  as  branch  mints  for 
the  Tientsin  mint,  perhaps  Wuchang  was  to  issue  one  series.  There  is 
no  evidence  to  support  this  and  since  the  Wuchang  mint  is  not  known 
to  have  minted  any  Hu  Poo  coins  (before  1917);  we  cannot  accept  this 
theory  at  present. 

2)  Since  we  know  that  the  20  cash  uncircled  dragon  die  was  produced 
in  Osaka,  we  must  assume  that  dies  of  this  description  were  also 
made  for  the  10  cash  and  the  5 cash  and  perhaps  even  for  a 1 cash 
coin.  The  20  cash  die  was  not  used  until  1917;  no  5 cash  or  1 cash 
coins  are  known,  so  evidently  if  these  dies  exist,  they  were  never 
used.  The  10  cash  piece  however,  is  known  only  with  uncircled  dragon 
and  was  presumably  struck  from  Osaka  dies.  The  evidence  of  the  coins 
themselvfes  indicates  only  one  obverse  die  but  at  least  three  reverse 
dies,  with  extensive  recutting  on  one  of  them.  These  three  reverses 
are  seen  in  Woodward  as  nos.  1-6  (which  were  probably  struck  from  the 
Osaka  die  having  at  first  the  smaller  rosettes  to  the  sides  of  the 
dragon,  which  were  later  recut  into  larger  rosettes  as  the  die  wore 
down),  no.  8 (probably  a new  die  judging  from  the  rosettes  at  the 
sides)  and  no.  9 (which  is  certainly  the  product  of  a new  die). 
Evidently,  when  the  Osaka  die  with  large  English  letters  and  eight- 
point  rosettes  wore  out,  a new  die  was  prepared  - probably  in  China  - 
with  smaller  English  and  six-point  rosettes. 
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It  is  not  clear  why  the  20  cash  die  and  the  hypothetical  5 cash  die 
were  not  used  even  though  the  10  cash  die  was  used  extensively.  The 
20  cash  denomination  was  never  very  popular  during  Imperial  times; 
in  fact  the  only  20  cash  coins  issued  in  any  quantity  were  the  Tai 
Ching  Ti  Kuo  series  general  circulation  pieces  (Yll  and  Y2l).  One 
reason  for  this  was  that  whenever  one  accepted  a minted  10  cash  or 
20  cash  he  was  losing  money.  Coins  had  always  circulated  in  China  by 
weight  and  not  by  count.  Since  the  nominal  value  of  these  coins  was 
greater  than  their  intrinsic  value,  one  was  losing  money  - and  losing 
more  on  a 20  cash  than  a 10  cash  coin. 

Similarly,  the  5 cash  coin  was  not  popular  with  mint  officials  because 
it  was  not  as  profitable  to  make  as  a 10  cash  or  20  cash  coin. 

5 cash  coins  were  never  produced  in  any  quantity  during  Imperial 

times.  They  are  all  scarce  or  rare  today.  The  same  arguments  are 
true  for  1 and  2 cash  coins;  they  were  probably  minted  at  a loss. 

Then  for  some  reason  it  seems  that  a new  design  was  deemed  necessary. 
Evidently  the  Osaka  20  cash  die  was  discarded  (for  a few  years)  and 

new  dies  were  designed  - in  China  - for  the  5 and  20  cash  coins. 

Since  the  10  cash  was  being  turned  out  in  tremendous  quantities  on 
the  Osaka  dies,  a new  10  cash  die  was  evidently  thought  unnecessary. 
Or,  perhaps  one  was  produced  but  never  used.  At  any  rate,  soon  5 and 
20  cash  coins  were  being  produced  with  circled  dragon  on  the  reverse. 
Of  course,  we  aren't  sure  these  circled  dragon  coins  were  made  from 
Chinese  dies,  but  there  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  they  were. 
First,  though  well  engraved,  they  are  not  quite  as  delicate  nor 
artistic  as  the  Osaka  products.  Second,  the  new  designs  resemble 
the  Peiyang  10  and  20  cash  (y67  and  Y68)  so  closely,  that  it  couldn't

be  a coincidence. 


Conclusion 

It  is  this  writer's  belief  that  late  in  1902  or  early  in  1903  the 
Osaka  mint  produced,  on  order  of  the  Chinese  government,  dies  for 
five  silver  coins  in  Tael  and  Mace  denominations  and  dies  for  three 
or  four  copper  coins  in  cash  denominations.  All  these  dies  were  of 
the  same  basic  design,  an  uncircled  side  view  dragon  with  a character- 
istic long  spine  in  the  center  of  its  forehead.  Samples  were  struck 
at  the  Peiyang  mint  from  the  silver  coins  dies,  but  of  the  copper 
coin  dies,  only  the  10  cash  die  was  used.  Later,  in  19 17,  the  20  cash 
die  was  employed,  but  no  5 cash  or  1 cash  coins  of  this  design  are 
known  and  those  dies  are  only  hypothetical.  A second  set  of  copper 
coin  dies  was  designed  and  engraved  at  the  Peiyang  mint,  but  the 
coins  struck  from  these  dies  were  issued  in  limited  quantities.  A 
third  20  cash  coin  with  an  entirely  different  dragon  is  also  known 
(Y5,  Type  2),  but  it  is  not  known  when  or  where  it  was  issued,  and 
may  be  a private  issue.

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THE  KING  OF  COINS 

In  1923,  in  the  Province  of  Westphalia,  Germany,  during  the  height  of 
the  German  inflation,  the  provincial  government  did  strike  a coin  that 
has  become  "the  king  of  coins". 

Not  only  being  of  the  highest  denomination  struck,  1 Billion  Mark,  the 
coin  also  is  the  largest  in  size,  some  6lmm  (2-13/32")  in  diameter. 

This  coin  was  struck  in  Tombak  (100  pieces)  and  in  silvered  Bronze 
(11,113  pieces)  and  is  one  of  l6  coins  in  the  Westphalian  series. 
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The  "de  Gortz” 
Dalers  of  Sweden 

by  Joel  Anderson 

The  de  gortz  dalers  had  almost  as  interesting  and  adverturesome 

career  as  the  Swedish  monarch  during  whose  reign  the  coin  was 
first  minted.  It  is  difficult  to  relate  the  history  of  these 
unusual  coins  without  saying  something  about  the  Swedish  king  under 
whose  auspices  the  coin  was  first  struck. 

Charles  XII  was  only  15  years  old  when  he  ascended  to  the  throne  of 
Sweden  in  1697;  but  was  soon  to  prove  himself  one  of  the  military 
geniuses  of  modem  times.  His  reign  was  taken  up  almost  entirely  by 
the  Great  Northern  War  which  marked  Sweden's  attempt  to  gain  Poland 
as  a possession  and  to  become  the  supreme  power  in  the  Baltic  area. 
Unfortunately  for  Sweden,  at  this  time  Russia  was  also  striving  to 
establish  itself  as  the  supreme  power  in  the  Baltic  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Peter  the  Great. 

On  November  JO,  1700  Charles  led  8000  Swedish  soldiers  to  a decisive 
vitorv  over  a much  larger  Russian  Army  at  Narva,  a small  city  in  what 
is  now  Estonia  (part  of  the  USSR).  The  Great  Northern  War  had  begun. 
Instead  of  persuing  the  Russians,  Charles  then  turned  west  and  invaded 
Poland.  By  1707;  after  many  military  successes,  Charles  controlled 
practically  all  of  Poland.  The  following  year  he  took  the  fateful 
road  to  Moscow,  the  nemesis  of  both  Napoleon  and  Hitler  in  later  years. 
On  July  8,  1709  he  was  disastrously  defeated  by  Peter's  army  at 
Poltava,  a large  city  in  the  Ukraine.  Sweden's  star  had  begun  its 
descent.  With  his  army  defeated  and  disbanded,  Charles  found  refuge 
in  Turkey  where  he  persuaded  the  Porte  to  declare  war  on  Russia. 

After  much  intrique,  betrayals,  and  broken  treaties  involving  Charles, 
the  Porte  of  Turkey,  Peter  the  Great,  and  other  rulers  of  Europe,  the 
King  of  Sweden  returned  to  his  bankrupt  country  in  171^*  He  was  shot 
in  battle  on  December  11,  1718  near  Friedrichshall  during  a military 
expedition  to  Norway.  He  was  succeeded  by  his  sister,  Ulrica  Eleanora. 

The  monetary  system  was  rather  confusing  during  this  time.  It  con- 
sisted of  a three  level  monetary  system  on  a double  standard.  There 
was  the  "Kupper  Mynt"  (copper  coin)  and  there  was  "Sylf  Mynt"  (silver 
coin)  which  was  abbreviated  S.M.  The  $re  was  the  lowest  unit  of  the 
Swedish  monetary  system.  Eight  $re  Sylf  Mynt  equaled  one  Mark  S.M., 
four  Marks  S.M.  equaled  one  Daler  S.M.  and  three  Daler  S.M-  equaled 
one  Riksdaler  (a  crown-sized  silver  coin).  The  Kupper  Mynt  standard 
was  like  the  Sylf  Mynt  standard:  eight  0re  K.M.  equaled  one  Mark  K.M., 

four  Marks  K.M.  equaled  one  Daler  K.M.  The  difference  was  it  took 
nine  Daler  K-M.  to  equal  one  Riksdaler.  Interestingly  enough  the 
Sylf  Mynt  (silver  coin)  was  often  made  of  copper  (in  fact  many  if  not 
most  copper  coins  were  Sylf  Mynt).  About  the  only  redeeming  feature 
of  the  system  was  that  the  coins  had  their  intrinsic  value  of  metal 
in  them,  though  even  this  caused  problems.  The  Swedish  government 
thought  it  would  be  more  profitable  for  them  to  turn  out  a few  high 
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value  copper  coins  instead  of  many  low  value  copper  coins.  These  of 
course  turned  out  to  be  very  large  in  size  and  weight,  the  largest 
being  a 10  Daler  piece  that  weighed  approximately  20  kilograms  (about 
pounds).  This  coinage  was  known  as  copper  plate  money. 

Due  to  the  precarious  financial  conditions  in  Sweden  caused  by  the 
Great  Northern  War,  the  government  was  forced  to  recall  all  silver 
coins.  Large  issues  of  paper  money  were  produced  in  their  place. 

In  1715  a series  of  copper  tokens  having  the  value  of  one  Daler  S.M. 
was  begun  in  order  to  help  provide  some  circulating  coin  and  to  help 
the  government  raise  money  needed  for  war.  These  are  known  as  the 
"de  Gortz  Dalers",  named  after  the  Minister  of  Finance,  Baron  de  Gortz, 
who  first  suggested  issuing  them.  The  tokens  were  equivalent  to  a 
piece  of  copper  plate  money  weighing  about  two  kilograms  (slightly 
under  four  and  a half  pounds),  yet  weighed  less  than  six  grams  and  were 
only  23  millimeters  in  diameter. 

The  first  issue  pictured  the  Swedish  crown  (similar  to  that  appearing 
on  the  modem  10,  25,  and  50  0re  coins  of  1942-1950),  the  date  1715 
appeared  below  the  crown.  The  reverse  simply  read  "l./DALER/S.M. ". 

A second  issue  came  out  the  following  year  picturing  Svea  seated 
(looking  remarkably  like  Britannia).  The  inscription  "PUBLICA  FIDE" 
(Public  Trust)  appeared  around  the  figure  of  Svea.  The  date,  as  on 
all  issues  of  the  series,  was  below  the  figure  on  the  obverse.  The 
reverse  of  the  1716  issue  was  the  same  as  that  of  the  1715  issue. 

A third  issue  of  the  "de  Gortz  Dalers"  appeared  in  1717*  This  pictured 
a warrior  with  a sword  and  shield.  The  inscription  read  "WETT  OCH 
WAPPEN"  (Reason  and  Arms).  The  reverse  inscription  ( "l./DALER/S.M. ") 
was  enclosed  in  a shield,  the  shield  being  surrounded  by  emblems  of 
war  and  peace. 


There  were  six  issues  of  the  "de  Gortz  Dalers"  for  1718  (4  shown  above). 
The  first  also  pictured  a warrior,  this  time  with  a lion  standing  be  - 
side  him.  The  inscription  reads  "FLINK  OCH  FARDIG"  (Agile  and  Ready). 
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The  reverse,  as  on  the  rest  of  the  coins  to  be  minted  in  the  series, 
had  the  denomination  enclosed  in  an  ornamental  oval,  the  ornamentation 
varying  from  issue  to  issue.  This  issue  was  ornamented  with  emblems 
of  war  and  peace,  similar  to  the  1717  issue.  The  remaining  five 
issues  of  1718  pictured  various  Roman  Gods:  Jupiter,  Saturn  (looking 
very  much  life  Father  Time  with  a scythe  and  infant),  Phoebus  (Apollo), 
Mars  and  Mercury.  The  name  of  the  god  appeared  above  the  figure  of 
the  god. 

The  "de  Gortz  Dalers"  continued  to  be  struck  for  a limited  time  after 
the  death  of  Charles.  The  final  issue  of  the  series  pictured  Hope 
and  was  dated  1719*  It  was  similar  to  the  previous  five  issues. 
Though  most  of  the  "de  Gortz  Dalers"  had  a mintage  of  three  to  nine 
million,  there  were  only  one  and  a half  million  of  the  1719  pieces 
minted. 

Unlike  most  other  copper  Swedish  coins  of  the  era,  the  "de  Gortz 
Dalers"  were  minted  in  Stockholm  rather  than  the  Avesta  mint  which 
was  closer  to  copper  supplies.  Another  difference  was  that  there 
was  no  indication  of  which  king  under  whom  they  were  minted.  (Nor 
was  there  any  indication  of  their  national  origin) . 

When  these  coins  were  first  issued  many  people,  especially  those  in 
the  rural  areas,  would  not  accept  them.  They  thought  the  coin  may  of 
been  of  pagan  issue,  perhaps  left  over  from  Viking  days.  They  were 
apparently  pressed  into  service  however,  as  today  many  specimens  show 
extensive  wear. 

Like  Charles,  the  "de  Gortz  Dalers"  had  a brief  career,  starting  1719 
and  until  1721  they  were  recalled  and  restruck  as  1 0re  K.M.  or  l/2 
0re  S.M. 


CAST  KUTCH  9 KORI  FORGERIES

Recently  a dealer  sent  me  gratis  cast  copper  forgeries  of  Kutch  Y-5 3, 
1919AD/1975SE,  and  Y-75,  1937AD/ 1994SE . These  are  extremely  well  made 
pieces  with  sharp,  distinct  design  features.  It  is  only  with  a strong 
magnifying  glass  that  it  can  be  told  that  they  were  made  by  the  cast- 
ing process.  The  Y-75,  and  possibly  the  Y53  as  well,  was  made  in  a 
wax  rather  than  a sand  mold  as  the  surface  under  magnification  is 
criss-crossed  with  many  fine  lines.  This  is  a characteristic  of  sand 
molds  as  used  in  the  batik  process  for  putting  designs  on  cloth,  an 
art  for  which  Kutch  craftsmen  are  famed.  The  real  danger  is  that  if 
they  were  made  in  silver  instead  of  copper,  they  could  be  passed  on 
to  unsuspecting  collectors  very  easily.  At  this  time,  one  should  be 
very  careful  in  purchasing  large  silver  Kutch  coins  as  there  are  a 
number  of  counterfeits  on  the  market,  particularly  of  the  scarce  dates 
The  cast  coins  can  be  identified  by  using  a magnifying  glass,  as  in 
this  case,  but  there  are  also  some  very  deceptive  die  struck  forgeries 
some  of  which  cannot  be  easily  told  from  the  real  article.  The  scarce 
2-l/2  kori,  Y-66,  is  an  especially  popular  coin  with  forgers.

NEW  CROWNS,  MEDALS,  AND  MEXICAN  MINORS 


Interesting  new  crowns  continue  to  appear  regularly.  Malta 
has  two  very  attractive  new  issues  dated  1973.  Continuing  the 
pattern  begun  with  the  1972  issues,  the  one  pound  is  a portrait 
coin  and  the  two  pound  provides  an  architectural  design.  We 
have  recently  received  a shipment  of  the  new  Israeli  coins  also; 
there  are  two  coins  in  the  shipment,  a five  pound  Babylonian 
Lamp  and  a ten  pound  Pidyon  Haben.  Other  new  crowns  from  Austria, 
the  Dominican  Republic,  Egypt,  St.  Helena,  Venezuela,  and  Western 
Samoa  should  be  available  in  the  next  two  months  or  so. 

In  this  issue  we  are  listing  a small  assortment  of  medals  and 
tokens,  types  of  material  that  we  are  not  ordinarily  able  to 
provide.  The  modern  silver  medals  are  flawless,  and  the  Coventry 
halfpenny  is  also  in  excellent  condition.  Most  of  the  other 
British  pieces  are  circulated  pretty  well,  but  a few  of  the 
other  items  are  in  extremely  nice  grade. 

Part  of  our  order  for  the  Canadian  Olympic  coins  in  special 
holders  has  arrived;  these  are  the  encapsulated  specimens. 

The  rest  of  our  order  should  come  in  very  soon,  and  we  will 
mail  then  out  promptly.  We  may  list  these  again  once  they  have 
definitely  arrived. 

We  have  a large  assortment  of  Mexican  minor  coins.  These  are 
all  available  for  immediate  delivery.

History  does  repeat  itself 


The  Story  of 
Emergency  Money 

by  dick  upton 

At  the  risk  of  sounding  repetitious  to  those  NI  members  who  are  former 
members  of  The  Emergency  Money  Society,  but  for  the  benefit  of  the 
other  NI  members  who  are  not  acquainted  with  the  forms  and  types  of 
the  German  emergency  money  and  its  background,  I shall  attempt  to 
summarize  the  history  and  background  of  the  German  "notgeld"  and,  to 
a lesser  degree,  other  European  emergency  issues  of  World  War  I and 
the  ensuing  years  thereafter. 

The  most  widely  known  of  the  European  emergency  monies  are  the  ever 
popular  "notgeld"  issues  of  Germany  and  Austria.  These  issues  come  in 
both  coin  and  currency,  though  the  emergency  coinage  of  Austria  was 
limited  to  a very  few  specimens  and  their  currency  numbered  consider- 
able less  than  those  of  the  Germans. 

The  term  "notgeld"  should  stop  here.  This  is  a pure  German  term 
meaning  need  (not)  and  money  (geld).  However,  it  has  become  acceptable 
within  the  emergency  money  collecting  circles  to  use  the  term  as  other 
places,  in  other  times,  and  for  other  types  and  series. 

The  French,  during  and  after  the  First  World  War,  had  emergency  issues, 
both  in  coin  and  currency,  quite  similar  to  the  Germans.  There  were 
emergency  issues  in  Belgium,  The  Netherlands,  Italy  and  Portugal  as 
well  during  these  years.  In  France  and  the  low  countries,  instead  of 
"notgeld",  the  issues  were  referred  to  as  "money  of  necessity". 

When  one  speaks  of  "notgeld",  "money  of  necessity"  or  "emergency  money" 
of  the  notgeld  era,  one  is  generally  speaking  of  the  issues  above  and 
issued  in  1914  and  through  1919  or  1920.  Those  issues  after  1920  or 
1921,  during  1922  and  1923,  though  erroneously  called  notgeld  or 
emergency  money,  and  especially  if  German,  are  considered  "inflation" 
issues.  They  are  closely  related  to  the  earlier  issues,  but  are  very 
different  in  a number  of  ways. 

The  causes  that  brought  about  the  issuance  of  the  "notgeld"  of  1914- 
1921  and  the  "inflation"  notes  of  1922-1923  were  many.  However,  confi- 
scation and  hoarding,  plus  inflation,  are  considered  primary.  I can 
remember  a letter  from  the  late  German  author  and  numismatist,  Walter 
Funck,  wherein  he  told  of  remembering,  as  a young  man,  the  confiscation 
of  copper  and  silver  coins  by  civil  authorities  and  military  personnel. 
He,  along  with  the  late  Dr.  Arnold  Keller,  have  told  of  the  hoarding 
of  silver  and  gold  and  of  the  flight  of  gold  out  of  Germany,  out  of 
Europe,  just  prior  to  World  War  I.

With  no  small  denominational  money  available,  there  became  an  acute 
need  for  a small  money  or  small  change  substitute  (kleingeld  ersatz, 
as  the  Germans  called  it)  to  carry  on  the  everyday  commerce  and  busi- 
ness of  the  people  and  merchants.  Enter  emergency  money! 

»x 

Notgpld  in  Germany,  and  the  similar  issues  of  France  and  other  European 
countries,  were  not  issued  by  a central  or  federal  government,  but 
rather  by  cities,  towns,  districts  (kreis)  and  by  private  firms  and  £ 
individuals.  The  Reich  did  not  approve  of  this  at  first,  but  did  later  -n 
condone  it  as  they  were  unable  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  people, 
moneywise. 

Not  every  city  or  town  issued  emergency  coins  in  these  years,  though 
most  did  issue  the  notgeld  currency  at  one  time  or  in  one  way  or  other. 

We  do  know  that  between  1300  and  1^00  locations  did  issue  coins. 

This  would  include  those  issues  by  city  municipal  bodies  (stadts), 
generally  through  a local  savings  bank,  as  well  as  those  issuedby  local 
merchants,  manufacturers  and  private  individuals.  It  would  also  in- 
clude the  issues  of  utilities  companies  and  prisoner  of  war  camps. 

Some  locations  issued  all  five  categories,  while  others  issued  but 
one  or  two. 

Below  are  examples  of  both  municipally  issued  and  privately  issued 
coinage,  from  the  cities  of  Melsungen  and  Sprendlingen  respectively. 


City  (Stadt)  Coins  of  Melsungen 
50  Pfennig  1917  and  50  Pfennig  1920  (similar)

It  is  estimated  that  there  were  some  1^,000  different  types  of  notgeld 
coins  issued.  Mintages  ranged,  depending  on  a number  of  things,  from  ^ 
a few  thousand  to  over  100,000.  Most  had  redemption  dates  and  were 
called  in  and  destroyed. 

In  comparison  to  the  coins  they  replaced,  these  notgeld  or  emergency 
coins,  of  both  Germany  and  France,  were  of  lesser  metals,  namely  zinc, 
iron  and  aluminum,  with  some  types  being  combinations  or  plated.  In 
any  event,  this  debased  coinage,  substituting  for  the  copper,  silver 
and  gold,  did  circulate,  was  used,  and  did  serve  the  needs  of  the 
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people.  Much  of  their  success  and  acceptance  was  due  to  the  design, 
size  and  character  of  the  coins. 

Following  World  War  I and  due  to  the  inflationary  situation  that  had 
arose,  emergency  type  currency  became  a much  more  dominant  force  in 
the  monetary,  financial  and  economic  needs  of  the  people.  The  use  of 
coinage  continued  to  decrease  from  about  1918,  though  notgeld  currency 
in  Germany  started  in  1914  as  did  the  coinage,  but  steadily  increased 
in  use  through  the  war  and  thereafter. 

Also  in  comparison  it  is  estimated  that  there  were,  from  approximately 
9,000  to  11,000  locations,  some  100,000  different  types  issued.  Again, 
the  number  of  French  issues  in  currency  were  considerably  less  than 
the  German. 

As  the  "war  machine"  in  Germany  began  to  roll  faster  and  faster,  even 
zinc,  iron  and  aluminum  became  costly,  so  costly  that  strikings  con- 
tinued only  in  the  most  populated  areas. 

The  paper  "notgeld"  or  emergency  notes  of  1914  were  greatly  outnumber- 
ed by  the  coins  and  though  there  were  not  many  of  either,  the  notes 
are  quite  rare  and  hard  to  come  by.  1915  through  1918  saw  more  emerg- 
ency coins,  and  more  currency,  also.  In  1917  emergency  notes  took  to 
the  forefront.  Unlike  the  earlier  notes,  the  emergency  notes  of  19 17> 
1918  and  1919  added  a new  dimension  to  the  series.  The  notes  of  the 
war  years,  1917  through  1919  carried  the  wording  "kreigsgeld"  or 
"kreigsnotgeld",  meaning  emergency  money  of  the  war,  or  just  war  money. 
Also,  the  notes  issued  during  the  later  war  years  took  on  more  charact- 
er. They  became  a more  detailed,  more  colorful  note,  whereas  the  1914 
and  1915  notes  were,  to  say  the  least,  quite  plain,  but  still  are  the 
most  desirable  notes. 

Both  the  coins  and  currency  from  1914  through  1919  continued  in  use 
through  1921.  However,  in  1921,  still  another  dimension  was  added  to 
the  notgeld  or  emergency  currency  arena.  At  this,  or  rather  by  this 
time,  the  previously  issued  notes,  as  well  as  the  coins,  had  become  a 
collectable  item,  and  German,  French  and  other  European  collectors 
were  collecting  them  by  types  and  by  locations. 

Not  to  lose  a sale,  the  thrifty  German  printers  came  up  with  a new 
series  of  notgeld  notes  called  "kleingeldscheine".  This  term  actually 
means  small  (klein)  money  (geld)  note  (scheine),  but  unlike  the  notes 
prior  to  this,  did  not  circulate  very  much,  as  they  were  especially 
designed  for  collectors.  These  1921  emergency  or  notgeld  notes  are 
what  you  see  the  most  of,  those  fairly  small  fractional  notes  of  under 
1 Mark  for  the  most  part,  gayly  colored  and  designed  and  engraved  in 
great  detail  with  a multitude  of  themes.  Then  the  collecting  really 
began.  Clubs  sprang  up.  Dr.  Keller  began  cataloging,  and  emergency 
money  had  won  its  first  round  with  destiny. 

But  the  powers  to  be  did  not  forget  the  initial  purpose  of  issuing 
emergency  money,  coin  or  paper,  for  they  continued  issuing  notes  in 
1922  and  1923  for  circulation  and  notes  that  served  the  intended 
purpose.  However,  these  notes  were  far  different  from  any  previously 
issued.  Enter  the  terrible  German  inflation  of  1922  and  1923 l 

Though  still  issued  by  cities  and  towns,  by  firms  and  individuals, 
the  1922  and  1923  emergency,  rather  inflation  and  super-inflation 
notes,  began  with  denominations  of  250  Mark  to  500  Mark.  By  mid-1922 
they  were  in  denominations  of  5>000  Mark  upwards,  and  from  early  1923, 
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in  the  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Mark  and  continuing  to  1,  3 and  5 
Trillion  Mark  late  in  1923-  Talk  about  inlfation.  American  don't 
really  know  what  a spiralling  and  racing  inflation  is  yet.  What  had 

cost  but  a few  Pfennig  or  a Mark  in  1914  now  cost  but  a few  million 

or  billion  Mark  in  1923-  How  would  you,  as  a boy,  like  to  go  to  the 

market  for  your  mother  in  1923?  Believe  it  or  not,  you  would  have 

been  a millionaire.  Your  father  was  a billionaire  every  day  late  in 
1923^  for  that  was  how  he  was  paid  - daily;  and  the  family  spent  it 
daily,  too.  For  within  24  to  48  hours,  it  would  devalue  and  have 
much  less  buying  power. 

How  did  it  end,  this  era  of  notgeld,  of  emergency  money,  of  spiralling 
inflation  and  super-size  notes? 

The  Germans  simply  "wiped  the  slate  clean".  In  1924,  after  a monetary 
reformation  period,  the  country  returned  to  a gold  standard,  wherein 
the  exchange  was  as  it  had  been  in  1914,  4.20  to  1.  It  had  reached 
millions  and  billions  to  one,  but  after  stabilization,  the  Germans 
began  to  rebuild,  to  grow,  to  prosper.  But  they  did  not  forget; 
forget  the  loss  of  their  colonies  and  part  of  their  "vaterland",  for- 
get the  flight  of  their  gold,  forget  the  allied  Treaty  of  Versaille, 
forget  the  reparation  in  money  and  product.  If  any  did  tend  to  for- 
get between  1924  and  1936,  their  "little  Austrian  cousin",  the  paper- 
hanger,  surely  did  remind  them. 

It  is,  and  always  has  been,  the  feelings  of  this  writer  that  the 
causes  of  World  War  II  can  be  traced  in  many,  if  not  all,  respects 
back  to  the  years  immediately  after  World  War  I and  to  the  acts  and 
policies  of  the  Allies  towards  a beaten  Germany.  Fortunately,  we  did 
not  make  this  mistake  after  World  War  II. 

Therefore,  a close  study  of  the  emergency  money,  or  "notgeld"  era,  of 
1914-1921  and  the  inflation  era  of  1922-1923  in  Germany,  and  in  the 
rest  of  Europe  as  well,  will  reveal  many  truths,  many  tales,  many 
familiarities . 

Study  well  this  infamous  period  in  history.  For  you  may,  to  some 
degree,  be  witnessing  "a  repeat  of  history". 

Heavy  deficit  spending  during  the  war,  flights  of  gold  or  capital  out 
of  the  country,  reparation  or  payment  of  war  debts,  continued  issuance 
of  more  and  more  currency,  backed  by  less  and  less  gold  or  silver  or 
national  product. 

Sound  familiar.  You  be  the  judge l Is  history  repeating  itself?  It 
is  time  to  be  thinking  of  wiping  the  slate  clean.

(Editor's  Note:  The  following  is  a reply  received  by  Kenneth  MacKenzie 

from  Greek  numismatist,  Mr.  Panos  Kokkas,  concerning  a question  about 
the  above  counterstamp. ) 

It  occurred  to  me  for  a while  to  believe  that  the  above  countermark  was 
made  for  Samos  {NHZ.OZ.  )>  a Greek  island  near  the  Turkish 

coast,  inhabited  during  the  nineteenth  century  exclusively  by  the 
Greeks. 

The  island,  according  to  a clause  of  the  Treaty  of  London  (January  22nd, 
1850)  was  for  eighty-two  years  a semi -autonomous  state  under  the  suzer- 
ainty of  the  Sultan,  with  a Christian  prince  (wrrMS* ) as  a governor 
appointed  by  the  Turks.  The  island  printed  and  used  its  own  postage 
stamps  for  a while.  It  was  therefore  likely  that  Samos  during  the  per- 
iod 1880-1910,  like  Lesvos,  Thasos  and  Lemnos,  had  also  her  counter- 
stamped  Ottoman  coins. 


This  probability  was  a remote  one,  since  I had  no  information  that 
Samos,  which  had  very  active  community  life  during  the  period  concerned, 
used  such  counterstamped  coins.  But,  recently  I found  a statement  made 
in  1908  by  Konstantin  Karatheodoris,  ex-governor  of  Samos  (1908-08),  a 
brother  of  another  governor  and  famous  statesman,  Alexander  Karatheo- 
doris (1885-9I1),  which  reduced  the  least  probability  left  to  me  that 
such  coins  had  been  used  in  Samos. 

The  statement  is  very  interesting,  not  solely  for  Samos,  and  is  in- 
cluded in  a letter  of  Konstantine  K.  sent  to  the  Numismatic  Cabinet  of 
the  Archaeological  Museum  in  Athens,  on  the  occasion  of  his  donation 
to  the  cabinet  of  a Greek  medal  struck  in  Constantinople  in  1906.  The 
letter  was  published  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Numismatic  Cabinet  for 
the  Academic  Year  1908-09  and  following  is  a translation  of  the  state- 
ment. 

"The  Turkish  authority,  acknowledging  the  minting  of  medals 
as  a royal  perogative,  and  proof  of  independent  status,  has 
not  permitted  commemorative  medals  to  be  struck  in  Turkey. 

The  medal  made  in  Vienna  (1713)  for  Konstantin  Voevode  Bess- 
arabia Brancovan  (Ban  of  Little  Wallachia),  was  the  cause  of 

the  fall  of  this  noble  family The  medal  presented  to 

the  late  Patriach  of  Alexandria,  Sofrionis,  was  distributed 
in  Egypt  after  the  arrival  of  the  English  recently.  Anyway 
it  may  be  considered  as  the  first  commemorative  medal  struck 
in  Turkey  after  14-53  by  Greeks  with  a Greek  legend.  Eventually

the  second  medal  (the  one  K.K.  presented  to  the  cabinet)  was 
engraved  in  Constantinople  (1904)  and  manufactured  in  Stuttgart." 

Athens,  24th  November  1908.

As  you  see  the  statement  is  concerned  only  with  medals,  but  it  is 
evident  that  it  may  be  extended  for  coins  too.  I doubt  that  K.K. 
did  not  mention  coins  because  he  knew  that  tokens  and  counterstamped 
coins  circulated  during  this  period  in  Turkey.  Possibly  his  statement 
was  correct  in  theory,  but  obviously  is  erroneous  in  fact.  But  it  is 
my  opinion,  acceptable  proof  that  counterstamped  coins  have  not  cir- 
culated in  his  principality  of  Samos,  of  the  facts  of  its  recent  hist- 
ory, of  which  we  must  believe  he  was  fully  aware. 

While  the  circulation  of  counterstamped  coins  in  insignificant  islands 
like  Thasos  and  Lemnos  (or  in  lawful  Lesvos)  has  not  created  any 
trouble  to  the  central  authorities  of  the  Empire  in  Constantinople, 
Samos  which  at  least  revolted  twice  against  the  Turkish  rule  after 
1854,  or  Crete,  have  to  be  very  cautious  in  taking  such  measures  (i.e. 
counterstamping  of  Ottoman  coins)  which  might  be  considered  by  the 
Turks  as  revolutionary. 

From  this  point  of  view  I would  say  that  the  circulation  of  counter- 
stamped  coins  in  certain  areas  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  is  not  proof  of 
a hostile  spirit  of  the  Greek  population  or  of  the  other  minorities 
against  the  central  government,  but  on  the  contrary,  of  active  munici- 
pal life,  based  on  good  terms  of  living  with  the  Turks.

Reply  to  the  "unhappy  collector" 

In  reply  to  "Unhappy  collector  of  world  types"  letter  on  page  84  of 
your  March  bulletin,  I would  say  he  has  a point.  However,  he  should 
refer  to  the  Krause-Mishler  catalogue  which  in  many  respects  is  now 

a leader  in  the  world  on  both  type  and  date  coins.  They  have  a separ- 

ate section  of  NCLT  (Non-Circulating  Legal  Tender)  coins.  I would 
suggest  that  the  author  of  this  letter  look  over  their  latest  catalogue 
and  if  he  finds  coins  listed  in  the  main  part  of  the  book,  which  are 
NCLT  (medal-coins  as  I have  called  them  for  many  years)  that  he  write 

to  the  publishers  who  are  only  too  happy  to  put  the  coins  in  the  right 

section  of  their  catalogue.  However,  sometimes  the  line  is  hard  to 
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draw  between  currency  coins  and  NCLT  especially  when  a small  percent- 
age of  the  issue  is  available  at  face  value  and  the  rest  sold  at  a 
premium. 


Regarding  the  28  Canadian  Olympic  coins,  I can  sympathize  with  the 
writer  that  this  is  a big  issue  and  it  is  a real  pity  to  me  as  a 
Canadian  that  these  coins  are  not  available  at  face  value  plus  postage 
costs  to  everybody  outside  of  Canada.  These  coins  are  true  currency 
oins  for  over  1 million  of  the  four  1975  coins,  I am  told,  were 
available  at  FACE  VALUE  and  so  they  must  be  listed  with  a Yeoman 
number.  For  the  past  3 years  I have  written  numerous  letters  to 
everybody  I though  could  be  of  help  in  Ottawa  to  issue  silver  $5*00 
coins  at  FACE  value  instead  of  the  $1.00  silver  coin  at  a premium  of 
$3-00  (now  $3.50) . They  simply  could  not  take  time  to  change  the 
law  to  allow  a $5*00  silver  coin  to  be  issued.  The  $1.00  silver 
Canadian  crown  sold  at  a premium  of  $3. 00  (now  $3- 5°)  is  in  my  opinion 
somewhat  of  a let-down  from  Canada  for  the  collecting  public,  for 
apart  from  the  $20.00  gold  coin  in  proof  condition  (a  slightly  differ- 
ent case  and  perhaps  not  an  exception  after  all),  Canada's  coins  were 
all  at  face  value.  I do  notice  that  Yeoman's  catalogue  indicates  that 
the  silver  dollars  from  1971  on  were  sold  at  a premium  above  face 
value. 


Perhaps  you  could  print  this  note  so  the  author  of  the  letter  will 
know  others  are  aware  of  the  problem  and  trying  to  regulate  it  along 
his  lines  of  thinking. 


P.S.  I believe  that  the  success  of  Canada's  Olympic  coins  plus  those 
issued  to  commemorate  the  1974  British  Commonwealth  Games  in  New 
Zealand,  the  1971  Central  American  and  Caribbean  Games  in  Dominican 
epublic,  and  the  1973  S.E.A.P.  Games  in  Singapore,  indicates  that 
in  the  future  a country  hosting  an  international  games  will  issue  one 
or  more  crown  coins  and  perhaps  gold  coins  to  commemorate  the  games  and 
in  at  least  some  cases  to  help  defray  costs.  I believe  that  games 
coins  will  soon  become  one  of  the  most  popular  topical  series  for  col- 
lectors and  are  worth  thinking  about  now  before  the  price  for  certain 
scarce  issues  (Finland  1951  500  markkas  now  $225  to  $300  in  unc.  or 
the  1971  Western  Samoa  silver  proof  with  a mintage  of  only  1,  500 ) 
climb  sky-high  and  out  of  reach.

A previously  uncatalogued  Junagadh 
dokdo  has  recently  been  brought  to 
my  attention.  It  is  15-17mm.  in 
diameter  and  weighs  ca.  8.3  grams. 

In  design,  it  is  an  exact  copy  of 
C-28,  a kori  of  Bahadur  Khan  I,  but 
the  lettering  in  the  legends  is  con- 
siderably larger.  So  far,  I've  not 
-ned  that  this  type  exists  with  the 
SE  1887-89  (AD  1830-32).  Both  dates 


would  have  been  on  the  reverse  die  so  these  coins  were  struck  in  the 
period  1823-1832.  I have  also  seen  this  type  overstruck  on  a broad 
thin  coin  of  an  earlier  period  measuring  25mm.  in  diameter  and  weigh- 
ing 7-0  grams  but  this  size  and  weight  would  be  atypical.
